J? e 
focused on threats surrounding the three magor East Coa 
activities: "Operation Sail" in New York; July 4th de^on 

iSalions and plrades in Philadelphia; and acCivitiea over 
the weekend in Washington. He also spoke brief ly on thre ats 
by the American Indian Movement (AIM) and anti-Bicenten ~ 
demonstrations in San Francisco- .

His 
briefing covered three main areas: 1) review of DOD 
responsibilities vis-a-vis Federal agencies in the event 
of civil disturbance; 2) measures which DOD would take 
in response to FBI threat assessments; and (3) action 
DOD would take in the event of a civil disturbance. 

B. Foreign Threat - . I CIA, informed the 2 5X1A 

group that there had been no major change m the situation - 
abroad since the last briefing two weeks ago. He said 
some anti-Bicentennial demonstrations were expected 
abroad but there was no evidence of a major terrorist 
threat. 

Mr. Robinson of Justice introduced Mr. Lloyd A. 

Bastian of the Office of Management and Finance, the elemen 
in Justice which was coordinating plans for the July 4th 
-weekend. Mr. Bastian briefed the group on who would be on 
duty at Justice and how to contact them. 

'Two new members of the Working Group were introduced.

Chief of Port Safety and Law Enforcement Division, US Coast 
Guard.
